Others claim that some ‘psychic 
force, the constitution ar: nature

Conan Doyle believes that “the 
supernormal images have every 
appearance of having been pro- 
jected on to the senaltive plates, 
independent of lens or camera.” 

Still others contend that, in 
these psychie pictures, the spirit 
permits his memory to play upon 
radiations thai emanate from the 
photographic medium, and - by 
means of some unknown and fn- 
visible ray impresses his image on 
the plate. 

It is all “passing strange” — 
either utterly bewildering or abso- 
lutely convincing—depending up- 
on the degree of receptivity of the 
investigator and me: results he 
secures. 

Sometime we shall know .the 
answer to what many believe to 
be an enticing but insolvable 
enigma. When we do, we may 
wonder why it took us so long to 
| learn this answer. 
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
